Two detailed surveys, one by 
the 
Agriculture 
Stabilization 
and Conservation Service Com­ 
mittees, 
were 
taken 
before 
Governor Bowen on Sept. 25 
asked Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz and the White House 
for a statewide disaster decla­ 
ration. 


On the basis of these surveys, 
the crop damage from flooding, 
drought and frost was estimat­ 
ed at $661 million. 
However, the Governor has 
been advised that Butz will not 
declare a statewide disaster, 
but instead follow a county-by- 
county plan. Bowen was ad­ 
vised he may only request a 
disaster declaration for those 
counties in which the county 
emergency

have 
taken action to initiate the 
declaration.

Bob Waggener 


Is For Good Of 


“We have learned business 
cannot be good if it is not good 
for fellow citizens,” said Bob 
Waggener in a talk here Monday 
noon. Bob appeared as another 
in a series of distinguished 
speakers sponsored by the Rush 
County Chamber of Commerce. 
“ Our p art in. com m unity 
decision making cannot be' good, 
if it fails to consider the affect 
on future generations, or fails to 
provide 
for continued 
im ­ 
plem entation 
of 
long-term 
community goals. 
Waggener presented a bit of 
Rushville history and nostalgia, 
most of it out of his own memory 
and research, as he pointed up 
the role of joint effort in the 
community across the years. 
He pointed out that the idea of 
group action for the good of the 
community was perhaps first 
born in 1898, and was called the 
Com mercial Club, and was 
dedicated to “brush away tne 
cobwebs of yesterday, take an 
active interest in the Rushviljje 
of today, and build up the Rush- 
ville of tomorrow.” 'The 'Com­ 
mercial Club was purported, to 
be one of unity and harmony, 
appealing not only to industry, 
but giving encouragement to 
farmers, stock breeders, and 
home seekers. 
In continuing a history of joint 
effort in Rushville and Rush 
County, W aggener said the 
Commercial Gub was active for 
a number of years, and when it 
went into decline in the early 
1920s, the work was taken up by 
the 
only 
two 
service 
organizations of the time, 
Kiwanis and Rotary. 
Later on a 
Cham ber of 
Commerce was organized, and 
was in operation until about the 
time of World War II, after 
which a post-w ar planning 
group was formed, and genuine 
long-range planning for 
the 
community came forth. 
“I think it is commendable to 
note that many men 
and 
organizations, civic, social, and 
political, have spent countless 
hours in trying to make Rush 
County come up to the ex-

pectations voiced so glowingly 
in 1876 and 1899,” Waggener 
said. 
The speaker was referring to 
published references made 
concerning the community at 
those two periods of time in 
which accounts were indeed 
glowing, polished, and set out in 
fine phrasing. 
Waggener called on business 
to set aside self-interest in favor 
of overall good for fellow 
citizens. 
“We are, indeed, in business 
for our health,” Waggener said. 
“We are in business for the 
health of our fellow citizens, and 
the health of our community.” 
Rationalizing why people do 
what they do, Waggener con­ 
cluded with a tale of John 
Steinbech, in which a person of

State Budget Committee 
Ponders Education Boost

The State Budget Committee 
Friday completed two days of 
testimony by the six presidents 
of state-supported colleges and 
universities and their staffs on 
allocations of enough money to 
offset 
inflation 
and 
avoid 
student fee hikes. 
Presidents Alan C. Rankin of 
Indiana State University, Ar­ 
thur 
G. 
Hansen of 
Purdue 
University and John J. Pruis of 
Ball State University completed 
the higher education testimony 
Friday At the opening of the 
higher education presentation 
the total requests for all six of 
$604.5 million in state support 
in the 1975-77 biennium were 
released, or a 41.5 per cent 
increase over the 
present 
biennium 


“ I believe our students and 
their families are doing about 
as much as they should be 
expected to do,” Rankin said in 
urging the lawmaker members 
of the Budget Committee to 
avoid a student fee hike. “ I am 
especially concerned about 
what may happen next year 
because of recent information 
provided us by the College 
Scholarship 
Service 
which 
shows that parent contributions 
next year will decrease by 12 to 
23 per cent with parents of 
students in the middle income 
group 
showing 
the 
largest 
decrease.” 
Hansen said that Purdue has 
reduced employes despite in­ 
creasing enrollments and “we 
have worked particularly hard 
to save expenditures on heat. 


light, power and utilities. W« 
used 17 per cent less coal than 
a year earlier, used 10 per cent 
less heating steam, 12.1 p a 
cent less chilled water for ait 
conditioning, cut electrical 
usage by 6.7 per cent and watei 
usage by 15.7 per cent.”

Yet, that’s precisely what 
Hoosier-born Charles A. Beard 
did in 1913 with the publication 
ofa little volume he called An 
Economic Interpretation of the 
Constitution of the United 
States. 
“ While 
some 
review ers 
praised the book for its fresh 
approach and scholarly merits, 
it brought down upon the head of 
Beard a storm of criticism,” Dr. 
Clifton 
Phillips, 
DePauw 
University history 
professor, 
said recently. 
“Conservative scholars and 
politicans launched a violent 
attack upon the book for its 
th esis,’’ Phillips explained. 
“Beard, you see, proposed for 
the first time that the Con- 
sititution—contrary to popular 
belief—was written, enacted, 
and ratified chiefly by bond­ 
holders and other men of large 
commercial interests to but­ 
tress their own property rights 
in the new nation,” Phillips 
added. 


The book was an intellectual 
bombshell. It became a classic 
of American historiography and 
launched the 39-year-old author 
as one of Aerica s most in­ 
fluential historians.

Because of Beard's profound i 
impact on American thought 
and his status among twentieth 
century historians, the 100th 
anniversary of his birth near 
Knightstown (Henry Co.) will be 
commemorated at his alma

Dennis Bill Would 
Relieve Estate Tax 


WASHINGTON, DC -Tenth 
District Congressman David W 
Dennis, (R -Ind.), said that ! 
thousands of farmers are being ! 
forced off their lands, and many ; 
sm all businesses are being j 
liquidated because of high 
federal estate taxes. 
Because of this inequity, he 
said he is again sponsoring 
legislation 
to 
relieve 
the 
problem 
Dennis said 
the 
present ' 
Federal tax regulations require j 
valuation of farm and small 
business properties, at the time 
of the owner's death, to be 
assessed on the basis of current 
market value, rather than the 
income-producing ability of the 
farm or small business. 
“This type of liquidation is a 
blow at the very basis of our 
Am erican 
free 
enterprise 
system," Rep. Dennis said. 
“ I am sponsor of a bill which 
is designed to remedy 
this 
situation, 
by perm itting, a 
valuation at death based upon 


the reasonable earning power of 
the farm or business. 


“Action is needed to save the 
family farm and the family 
business from taxation which, in 
this field, is too often literally a 
death tax’ to these private 
enterprises.” 


Dennis 
cited 
one 
m ajor 
inequity in the present system 
as the comparative value of 
agricultural land, which could 
be developed into residential 
sites, as compared to the value 
of the land if the owners wish to 
continue to use it for farming. 
In 
many 
cases, 
Dennis 
estimated, the market value of 
farm 
land 
for 
residential 
development could be five to ten 
times the value of the land if the 
surviving owners wish to con 
tinue to use it for fanning. 
Dennis’ bill would change the 
assessing system from market 
value to earning ability for 
family farms and small family- 
owned businesses

He went off to England in 1898 
Within a few months he had 
organized 
a 
workingm en’s 
college in Oxford though he was 
barely 24 years old Beard gave 
the matriculation charge to the 
first Ruskin Hall students and 
presented the initial course of 
lectures, 
Mary C Ritter, an Indianpolis 
girl who had taught in Green- 
castle after graduating from 
DePauw in 1897. became Mrs 
Beard in 1909 They spent two 
years in England while Beard 
lectured before cooperative 
societies and workingm en's 
groups. 
Columbia University awarded 
Beard a Ph. D. in 1904 and ap­ 
pointed him a lecturer'’ in 
history He stayed for 13 years, 
writing prolifically including his 
famous views on the Con­ 
stitution. 
Soon. Bearu became one of 
the most popular teachers in the 
University, 
though 
not 
necessarily with the school’s 
president and trustees Issues of 
academic freedom increasingly 
drew 
him 
into controversy. 
Finally, in 
November. 
1917. 
after three faculty members 
were ousted because of their 
anti-w ar sentim ents. Beard 
abruptly resigned. 
Beard never returned to full­ 
time academic life though he 
lectured widely 
His interests 
included the operation of a large 
and profitable dairy farm and a 
variety of jobs consulting. 
He 
prom oted 
w orkers’ 
education in New York City and 
advised Japanese leaders on 
plans for reconstruction of 
Tokyo after the disastrous 
earthquake in 1923 He testified 
before 
Congressional 
fact- 
finding committees and advised 
the American-Yugoslav Society. 
Meanwhile, Phillips points 
out, a steady stream of books 
and articles flowed from the 
Beards' 
Connecticut 
home 
much of it authored jointly by 
Beard and his wife Mary 
Their two-volume work. The 
Rise of American Civilization, 
published in 
1927. applied 
Charles Beard's economic in­ 
terpretation 
of 
history. 
Perhaps, prophetically, it also 
revealed an emphasis on the 
role of women in history that 
reflected Mary Beard’s fervent 
feminism 
By the time of the Great 
Depression and the rise of 
fascism in Europe in the 1930’s. 
Beard began to change his 
political philosophy He began 
to believe less 
in his 
1913 
theories 
His interests turned 
more and 
more 
to 
foreign 
policy 
He 
disavowed 
American 
involvement in foreign affairs 
and said Americans should 
remain aloof from “Foreign 
quarrels" and concentrate on 
domestic reform and progress 
By 1943. when he was 69. Beard 
w rote and spoke at U ngth on the 
virtues of the American political 
system. 
A year later, the two Beards— 
Charles and Mary—published 
their most popular book, A 
History on the United States. It 
was used widely as a text 
Politically. Beard supported

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THE NIXON YEARS 
Though Richard Nixon left office under a cloud, his 
career had been in 
many respects an exem plary 
American success story. The storekeeper s son did 
become president, and along the way he amassed a record 
of achievem ent that .history will have to weigh against the1 
wrongs that brought his downfall. 


Long ago, as a congressional proponent of the M ar­ 
shall Flan, he hinted at the international statesm anship 
that culminated in his second-term breakthroughs toward 
providing the conditions for world peace. 


With Henry Kissinger s help, Mr. Nixon risked 
alienating many of his long-time cold-war supporters by 
opening A m erica’s door to the Communist world. In one 
year, 1972, his visits to China and Russia led the w ay to a 
new era of the nations living together. By 1974 a Moscow 
sum m it could seem alm ost the norm al thing. 


Then came the triumph of Mr. Nixon's emissary. Dr. 
Kissinger, in bringing an end to the 1973 Middle East war 
and laying the groundwork, for the difficult continuing 
negotiations for peace. 


These 
strides 
forward 
followed 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
fulfillment of his pledge to end A m erica’s m ilitary in­ 
volvement in Vietnam, albeit with deeply controversial 
methods and tim etable. 


As the Watergate momentum increased, erosion 
threatened Mr. Nixon’s foreign policy successes Yet their 
basic easing of world tensions rem ains a legacy to the. 
succeeding adm inistration, which must act decisively to 
prevent further slippage and to move ahead toward 
lastingly peaceful relations with all. It is to the credit of 
President Ford that he im mediately assured world 
leaders of his intentions to continue on this path. 


Presiding over the visit of the first m en to the moon 
and the return of the last POW from Vietnam, Mr. Nixon 
led his country during a time that deserves to be 
rem em bered for much in addition to the first presidential 
im peachm ent proceedings in a century. 


Ten years earlier no one would have predicted that 
Richard Nixon would be in the White House. He had been 
defeated not only for the presidency but for the gover­ 
norship of California. The charges of unfair campaign 
practices lingered over him from his first congressional 
and senatorial races, as did the Checkers speech about the 
Nixon fund, and h«s controversial role in the Hiss case. As 
Vice-President, he had coped with what he called one of 
his “ six crises,” the illness of President Eisenhower. But 
now he was labeled a “loser.” 


Yet Mr. Nixon talked and traveled and labored and 
won his way back to the leadership of his party and of his 
country Though his presidential domestic record was 
weak in comparison w ith his foreign policy, he did take 
highly debated steps that could have lasting im pact. 


For example. Mr Nixon began to turn away from the 
Johnsonian “w ar on poverty” sort of federal program , 
and toward the revenue-sharing approach — with all the 
strengths and pitfalls of increasing state and local options 
in the use of federal aid He left his influence on the 
Supreme Court through the appointment of four justices 
tending toward conservatism and away from the social 
activism of the Warren court. He ended the draft. If he 
finally failed to stop inflation, he m ade a sta rt on a 
national energy policy. 


Less publicized was Mr. Nixon’s firm support of more 
and more federal funding for the arts and hum anities, and 
there is no telling how much this investment may affect 
the future quality of life in America. 


No one can be certain of what tystory w ill choose to 
emphasize among the events of the Nixon years.

Republicans in order to regain a 
United States Senate seat. 
Prior to 1913, Senators were 
named by the state legislature, 
usually former governors who 
resigned from office to enter 
Congress. 
Republicans 
are 
expected to retain control of the 
General Assembly, where all 
100 House seats and half of the 
50 Senate seats are on the ballot. 
However, pre-election betting 
odds show Indianapolis Mayor 
Richard Lugar as the underdog 
to defeat incumbent Senator 
Birch Bayh in a hard, fought 
cam paign. 
Republicans dominated the 
senatorial races in Indiana for 
the 14 years prior to the 1958 win 
of R. Vance Hartke. Since that 
tim e, 
they have been 
un­ 
successful in the next five at­ 
tempts to regain even one seat. 
Forty 
Hoosiers 
have 
represented the state in the 
Senate since 1816, with six dying 
in office. Democrat Daniel Wr. 
Voorhees of Terre Haute, holds 
the longevity record with 20 
years in the Senate and 12 years 
in the House. James E. Watson, 
a Rushville Republican, served 
17 years in the Senate and 18 
years in the House chambers.

Comm.itt.ee' and is known for his 
outspoken voice for increased 
benefits.

CEILIDHS, CLARSACHS, 
AND WAULKING 
If you visit the Highlands of 
Scotland you’re almost certain 
to be invited to a ceilidh, where 
you may hear a clarsach am 
see women standing still whilt 
they're 
singing 
a 
waulking 
song! 
It all sounds somewhat zany, 
but Teacher’s Scotch Informa­ 
tion Centre has not gone crazy. 
Here are the explanations. 
A 
ceilidh 
(pronounced 
“cayley") is the Gaelic name 


for an informal concert where 
everyone is supposed to sing, 
tell a story, or play a musical 
instrument. 
There 
is 
often 
dancing as well. And there are 
always drams. 
Also from the Gaelic is the 
clarsach (pronounced as spelt), 
a small Celtic harp, of the same 
pattern as the larger Irish harp 
and, some say, sweeter. 
A waulking song is a work­ 
ing song, sung in Gaelic by a 
group of women who stand 
round a table as they waulk 
(pronounced "walk") tweed or 
some other cloth which is laid 
out in front of them. Waulking 
means handling the cloth so as 
to thicken it. 
You are not likely to see 
.many 
women, 
waulking 
the 
doth today, except in remote 
parts of the Highlands or the 
Western Islands. But waulking 
songs are 
very 
popular 
at 
ceilidhs and concerts and, if 
you don’t understand Gaelic, 
you should get someone to give 
you a translation into .English, 
because they are often very 
satirical and funny.

unit now in use is not up to date 
and that it is uncertain in its 
operation Use of the machine in 
“Code 99“ cases in which the 
p a t ie n t’s h e a rt h as stopped 
beating or breathing has ceased 
were outlined 
Purchase of the machine was 
in stitu te d by K appa K appa 
Sigma Sorority who asked for 
community support to provide 
the balance needed over their 
initial $750 contribution. The 
hospital 
representatives 
said 
that they could not report on 
the amount given to date, but 
that they w'ere under the im ­ 
p ression th a t a p p ro x im a te ly 
$1,200 has been pledged. 
It was said that the machine is 
portable, about the size of a 
typewriter, and it will primarily 
be kept in the em ergency room 
at the hospital. It will, however, 
be available to any other room 
in the building. It is not intended 
to be used outside the-hospital. 
Total cost of the defibrillator 
will be $3,400 it was said.
